The financial phase of medical education is an important 
one, During the 1956-57 school year, there were slightly 
more than 29,000 students enrolled in the 83 schools, li e 
cost of operating the schools in that same year ua* mote 
than $200 million. Only a small i»art <»f the school s operd 
ating budget* «orne from student tuition, which simply 
mean* they must look elsewhere for needed funds. Mu h 
support has come from two organizations- the American 
Medical Education Foundation, which is supported by oliy» 
»Rians and medical organizations, and the National Fund 
for Medical Education, which draws its fund* from in­ 
dustry and the Ford Foundation,

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Is Fat A M edicine? 


Recent research into the body's u se of fats indicate* that certain 
kinds of fat tnay be essential not only to produ ce energy bu t to su p* 
port body chemistry very mu ch as vitamins do. In fact, su ch fats 
na\e been called 
essential fatty acids, 
ami they are e\en being 
incorporated in mu lti-vitamin and mineral formu las for older per* 
sons and children. 
One of the first scientists to 
su ggest the importance of these 
fatty acids was Dr.Arild Hanson, 
a professor of pediatrics at the 
University of Texas School of 
Medicine. l>r. Hansen, who has 
been stu dying fatty acids for 
years, recently reported that 
mother’s milk is mu ch richer in 
one of these su bstances than is 
cow’s milk. Noting that certain 
skin conditions seen in infants 
may resu lt from a lack of es­ 
sential fatty acids, hr. Hansen 
su ggested that it is desirable for 
infant formu las to contain a* 
mu ch of them as breast milk. 
Another similar stu dy carried 
ou t in New Jersey indicated that 
asthma in children may, in some 
cases, he relieved by addition of 
the essential fatty acids to the 
dmt. Since these 
like the corn 
oil, peanu t oil and fish oils which 
are. the best sou rces 
are u n* 
pleasant to take day after day, 
pharmaceu tical 
manu fact u rers 
have incorporated them in cap­ 
su les for easier administration. 
One su ch capsu le, called 1-enic, 
has been formu lated to contain 
eleven vitam ins, ten m inerals 
and appreciable amou nts of all 
live essential fatty acids. 
One of the most interesting 
areas of research relates to the 
possible role of u nsatu rated fatty 
acids in prevention of heart dis­ 
ease. (All “essential” fats are 
u nsatu rated, which merely means 
that the fat molecu le does not 
contain all the hydrotren it 
1« 
capable of holding.) A nu mber 
of reports indicate that the u n- 
satu rated fats can heJp redu ce 
blood cholesterol levels and thu s 
fight the accu mu lation of fat-like 
scales on inner walls of arteries. 
Su ch clogging, in arteries that 
feed the heart and brain, i* l>e- 
lieved responsible for many heart 
attacks and “.strokes.” 
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Becau se of these preliminary 
findings, there is at present in­ 
tense research in pharmaceu tical 
laboratories directed toward de­ 
termining precisely how the body 
u ses fat. 1 he liver plays a very 
important role in absorption of 
fat from the intestines and a 
nu mber of complicated chemical 
processes ate involved in bring­ 
ing fat ou t of the tissu es where 
it is stored and transporting it 
I tlirou gh the bloodstream to areas 
where it is bu rned to produ ce 
j energy. 
One recommendation made by 
all doctors concerned: over­ 
weight persons shou ld cu t d<» wn 
! their food intake, bu t shou ld not 
exclu de from their diet any of the 
j i actors needed for nu tritional 
balance. These elements inclu de 
’ protein, carbohydrate and fat. 
W hi)e pharmaceu tical compan- 
I ies are pu rsu ing this complex 
area of research, there i* one 
S recommendation made by all doc- 
j tor- concerned: overweight por- 
i sons shou ld redu ce; a balanced 
diet u nder the gu idance of a phy­ 
sician is one of the mo-t impor­ 
tant first steps in protecting 
I against heart disease.

It’s often said that this country has gone overboard on' 
“weeks’’ and “days’* designed to call public attention to 
some institution or cause. 
But there are outstanding and honorable exception* to 
this rule. Medical Education Week— to be observed this year 
during the April 20-26 period- is one of them. It concerns! 
.something which has a direct bearing on the welfare and* 
happiness of everyone and it deserves everyone’s interest. 
There are 83 approved medical schools in this country, 
and they constitute the foundation of our entire health and 
medical structure. Their primary job is to train able nev»r 
doctors in increasing numbers. B u t , in addition, these 
schools carry on a wide range of other activities in t h e 
fields of teaching, research, service and leadership. Our 
fund of medical knowledge constantly grows, as does the 
complexity of our civilization. The work of the medical* 
achools is all-important in pushing back the horizons of the 
medical sciences. 
The financial phase of medical education is an important 
one. During the 1956-57 school year, there were slightly 
more than 29,000 students enrolled in the 83 schools. The 
cost of operating the schools in that same year was more* 
than $200 million. Only a small }>art of the school’s oper-1 
ating budgets come from student tuition, which simply 
means they must look elsewhere for needed funds. Mu !T 
support has come from two organizations-—the American 
Medical Education Foundation, which is supported by p h y ­ 
sicians and medical organizations, and the National Fund 
for Medical Education, which draws its funds from in­ 
dustry’ and the Ford Foundation. 
This? is but a small part of the medical school story. We 
will have an opportunity to learn the whole atorv when 
April 20 roll* around, and Medical Education Week begins.

TTiis 
was done by the Catholic Church 
when Pope Damasus. in the vear

C O M E tunc ago I wrote about

emphasizing the varieties of re­ 
ligious experience and the forms 
of faith and practice among those 
form ally professing to be “ C hris­ 
tian.” 
1 urged a greater measure of 
mutual trust and recognition on 
the 
part 
of 
individuals 
and 
groups toward others and toward 
the manifold developments under 
tfie Christian name. 
An eminent Scotch churchman 
expressed the belief some time 
ago that a great need of our 
times was "good controversy.” I 
think there is much truth in that, 
especially if the emphasis is up­ 
on “ good.” 
The field of religion, and of 
Christianity, is so vaid that d if­ 
ferences of viewpoint, attitude 
and opinion are inevitable, in the 
interpretation of the Bibio and 
the Gospel, and their application 
to life, and the nature and place 
of the Christian Church. 
W hat is essential in all the^e 
differences and their expression 
is that all who are w orthy of the 
name of "C hristian” should not 
fad in love toward one another.

Is Fat A M edicine? 


. I>ce»t research into the body s use of fats indicates that certain 
kinds of fat may be essential not only to produce energy but to sup­ 
port body chemistry very much as vitam ins do. In fact, such fats 
ha\e been called 
essential fatty acids, 
and they are c\en being 
incorporated in niulti-\ itainin and mineral form ulas for older per­ 
sons and children. 
One of the first scientists to 
suggest the im portance of these 
fatty acids was D r.A rild Hanson, 
a professor of pediatrics at the 
University of Texas School of 
Medicine. Hr. Hansen, who has 
been studying fatty acids for 
years, recently rep o rted that 
mother’s milk is much richer in 
one of these substances than is 
cow’s milk. N oting that certain 
skin conditions seen in infants 
may result from a tack of es­ 
sential fatty acids, Hr. Hansen 
suggested that it is desirable for 
infant form ulas to contain as 
much of them as breast milk. 
A nother sim ilar study carried 
out in New Jersey indicated that 
asthm a in children may, in some 
cases, be relieved by addition of 
the essential fatty acids to the 
diet. Since these 
like the corn 
oil, peanut oil and fish oils which 
are. the best sources 
are un­ 
pleasant to take day after day, 
pharm aceutical 
m anufacturers 
have incorporated them in cap­ 
sules for easier adm inistration. 
One such capsule, called Lenic, 
has been form ulated to contain 
eleven vitam ins, ten m inerals 
and appreciable am ounts of all 
five essential fatty acids. 
One of the most interesting 
areas of research relates to the 
possible role of unsaturated fatty 
acids in prevention of heart dis­ 
ease. (All “essential" fats are 
unsaturated, which merely means 
th at the fa t molecule does not 
Contain all the hydrogen it is 
capable of holding.) A number 
of reports indicate th at the un­ 
saturated fats can help reduce 
blood cholesterol levels and thus 
fight the accumulation of fat-like 
scales on inner walls of arteries. 
Such clogging, in arteries that 
feed the heart and brain, is be­ 
lieved responsible for many heart 
attacks and “strokes."

Because of these preliminary 
findings, there is at present in­ 
tense research in pharmaceutical 
laboratories directed toward de­ 
term ining precisely how the body 
uses fat. The liver plays a very 
im portant role in absorption of 
fat from the intestines and a 
number of complicated chemical 
processes are involved in bring­ 
ing fat out of the tissues where 
it is stored and transporting it 
through the bloodstream to areas 
where it is burned to produce 
j energy. 
One recommendation made by 
all do cto rs concerned: ovcr- 
■ weight persons should cut down 
I their food intake, but should not 
exclude from their diet any of the 
tactors needed for nutritional 
' balance. These elements include 
1 protein, carbohydrate and fat. 
j 
\\ bile pharmaceutical compan­ 
ies are pursuing this complex 
; area of research, there i* one 
i recommendation made by all doc- 
1 tors concerned: overweight pcr- 
I sons should reduce; a balanced 
diet under the guidance of a phy­ 
sician is one o f the most impoV* 
i tant first steps in protecting 
I against heart disease.
